Some people publicly debate their views on the 
state of the world and injustice, with airy “if only” 
solutions. Then there are those who loudly insist that 
things can’t be that bad —we can’t be that bad—and 
the status quo is just fine, thank you. And then there 
are those rare individuals who search beyond the 
fractious crowd, quietly investigate a situation and 
take action to create some good. 

Such an admirable group sits on the Mission Com¬ 
mittee of the Women’s Council at All Saints Church 
in Pasadena. The current focus of their 
efforts is the building of the Children’s I 
Assault Resource Center (CARC), a 
shelter for sexually abused children 
comparable to Santa Monica’s exem- 
plary Stuart House. One of the extraor- 
dinary women in this group is Sierra 
Madre artist Katrina Carter. Sitting on 
the CARC committee with her is Sierra 
Madre police chief Joe Surgent. ^ 

Katrina explains how CARC began. 

“I got involved in this project because 
of the Women’s Council Mission Com- 
mittee, which I was chairing. We were 
looking for a project, that would involve 
people both in and outside of the parish. 
that was missing in the area. After a lot 
of soul searching and presentations 
from different agencies, we soon dis- 
covered that what was missing was an outpatient 
facility for children who had been sexually abused. 
This took on great importance and meaning for us, 
because we felt as a committee—and I feel so much 
so—that children in our society are so neglected. And 
they are our future. We need to be about making 
things better in their world. We saw ourselves as able 
to do this. 

“As it stands now, when a child has been sexually 
molested, that child has to go through five or six 
separate interviews. That is gruesome. Our goal is to 
get that down to two at most” 

Chief Surgent concurs. “A child’s a perfect vic¬ 
tim. When a child is molested, he’s a victim of the 
crime and a victim of the system. It’s not uncommon 
for one of those victims to be interviewed over the 
same incident ten times. That includes his parents, 
possibly a teacher, a patrol officer, children’s ser-

Dear Dr. Tami, 

1 noticed a lump on my dog's skin over his chest area 
about a month ago. It doesn't seem to bother him 
and it hasn't gotten any bigger. How important is it 
that 1 have it checked by a vet? 

Any new lumps and bumps should be checked by a 
veterinarian. Many times they are benign tumors or 
cysts. However, some are malignant or are locally 
invasive. Approximately twenty percent of all dogs 
will die from cancer. A veterinarian may be able to 
tell what the mass is by inserting a small needle into 
it and removing a few cells and examining them 
under a microscope. This is a very simple procedure 
that requires no anesthesia. If this is non-diagnostic 
than a larger section or all of the mass may need to 
be removed under anesthesia and then sent out to a 
laboratory for analysis. Any masses found inside the 
mouth or associated with mammary glands or any 
mass that is ulcerated or has come up suddenly, is 
firm and growing rapidly should be looked at 
immediately.

Source, Earth Mother, Sacred Antiphon, Infinite 
Blessings—it seemed to offer a message of hope and 
inspiration. 

Katrina tries to incorporate her clients’ feelings 
into her own creative process. “In all my commis¬ 
sions I’ve really been given free reign, although 
somewhere it’s pertained to what was going on in that 
person’s life...what they wanted me to tell them in 
this stone.” 

She favors the integrity of stone over clay. “Stone 
cannot be manipulated in any way. If you’re in a situ¬ 
ation where a piece of the stone fractures which you 
don’t necessarily want to use, you then have that to 
work with. It may mean that you have to start all over 
again with your concept. You have to let that go and 
move on to whatever else is going to come out. So 
it’s a risky business. When something went wrong 
with the clay—I was doing more realistic woric then, 
figurative work, and I could always fix something. 
Whereas with stone, when it’s gone it’s gone. So it’s 
that wonderful sense—and of course the agony—that 
you can move on out of that. So that fracture or ac¬ 
cident turns into something positive. 

“I really like marble the best, but I’ve worked with 
the translucent alabaster, too.” She points out an ala¬ 
baster sculpture atop her piano, a sensuous piece 
titled Moon Goddess. “I use nature as a catalyst a lot, 
but even more than that, my work comes from a spiri¬ 
tual and theological perspective. For Moon Goddess, 
we’d just had an eclipse, and I was thinking of the 
visual aspect of an eclipse, the eclipses one has in 
one’s life. A lot of my concepts come from nature, 
but more than that, I like to think it comes from that 
deep spiritual interior that we all have, if we choose 
to tap into it” 

Katrina resolutely believes that her creativity and 
spirituality are intertwined, and says she meditates, 
unconsciously, as she works. “I really offer up my 
work to the glory of God. It’s a sense that sculpture 
occupies a piece of space, and I want that to be a very 
energizing piece of work that fills that space—spiri¬ 
tually energizing or whatever way that touches that 
person who’s looking at it or touching it.” 

Katrina and Larry moved to Sierra Madre many 
years ago. She is enamored of this small town’s 
friendly, tranquil ambiance. But the civil distur¬ 
bances in L. A. in 1992 sparked a kind of epiphany 
in Katrina. “I was so gripped by the pain of that and 
what was actually happening, and frustrated because 
there didn’t seem to be anything I could do about it.” 
One end result of that was her work on the child 
sexual abuse project with the All Saints Church 
Women’s Council Mission Committee (see story on 
page 1). Artistically, it strengthened her belief in her 
work. “The one thing that seemed to be very crucial 
for me to do was to get over to that studio and start 
to really work hard and to think I was putting out 
positive energy from that place, in a sense counter¬ 
acting ail the awful violence that goes on all around 
us. It’s for me a very peaceful process. I like to think 
I’m sending that peaceful energy out. 

“I think most artists have that spiritual component. 
They might deny it, but I really believe you cannot 
be an artist without having some sense of that spiri¬ 
tual side.”

Last week we told you about Pastor Barney’s ser¬ 
mon on prayer entitled, “Operator...? Get me Jesus 
on the Line!” I just had a postscript that I felt wor¬ 
thy of a second article. We were talking about com¬ 
municating with God and its prime importance in 
relation to other forms of communication.
